The original regulation which covered sales by dealers has been 
rewritten to include sales by individual householders in order to 
avoid exorbitant prices being charged by private owners in certain 
areas where an acute shortage of used mechanical refrigerators 
exists. 

The ceiling price which may be charged by an individual! owner, 
whether he is selling to another consumer or to a dealer, is covered 
by the new regulation and complete information is available at both 
war price and rationing boards and the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration. 


OPA Eases Resteleiinie.~ 
On Sale of Rubber Boots 


Restrictions on the sale of rubber boots have been eased some- 
what, OPA announced yesterday, and more people have been added 
to the list of those eligible to buy them. 

Above-the-knee lightweight rubber boots colored olive drab, 
khaki, and clay, which usually are used for sports, hunting, and 
fishing, have been removed completely from the ration list. 

Before they may be sold ration free, however, the merchant must 
file a revised inventory with his district OPA office with the newly 
unrationed rubbers taken off his list. 

The list of persons eligible for the remaining rationed boots has 
now been lengthened to include anyone engaged in washing trucks 
for wholesalers’ deliveries of essential commodities, or common or 
contract carriers; employes of beverage and bottling plants who 
need rubber boots because of their work will also be included in 
this list, provided they are not able to use the unrationed ones.

We must move, 
with all possible speed and power, along that 
inflexible road of strategy that has been map- 
ped for us. 

And then we shall search out those respon- 
sible for the barbarism of the executions and 
make them pay in full, but yet in accordance 
with law. |

Will the Line Hold? 

Recent reports from Washington tell of 
vastly stiffened determination among executive 
key officials charged with “holding the line,” 
after President Roosevelt’s order to that effect, 
in respect to economic stabilization of this 
country. 

Observers have reported, after interviews 
with these officials, belief that, this time, in- 
flation will be checked, the line will hold. 

It must always be remembered that eco- 
nomic stability for the nation is as vital as 
victory in the war. For, if inflation runs ram- 
pant, we shall be in little better position than 
if we went down to defeat before the Axis. 
Defeated in the war, we should have nothing. 
Defeated by inflation what we have would be 
worthless. That is the only difference. 

To “hold the line” in this economic struggle, 
it is necessary that nothing which tends to 
increase dollar costs of food and other essen- 
tials, shall be permitted. This includes viola- 
tion of reasonable price ceilings, increases in 
wages and special privileges to agriculture or 
any other special group. 

In the story of the fight on inflation, since 
the war began, breaches in the line have, in 
almost every instance, been made in one or 
the other of two sectors only. One is that of 
wages, the other that of agricultural benefits. 

Every wage increase means a defeat, to that 
‘ extent, in this economic struggle. Every boost 
in price for farm products has the same result. 
For both add to the cost of essential articles 
and thus lower the purchasing value of the 
collar. Which is, simply, inflation. 

Both of the great organizations of union 
labor, the CIO and the AFL have denounced 
the “hold the line” order. Both have attacked 
it as unfair or unworkable. Both have served 
notice they will attempt to break it down, 
in so far as pay for labor is concerned. And, 
looming as added threat, John L. Lewis, of 
the United Mine Workers, has definitely defied 
it, in his threatened strike for $2 per day pay 
hike for all members of that union. 

The whole country should, for its own sake, 
uphold the hands of the President and help 
him to the utmost in “holding the line,” and 


in blocking all efforts of special groups who, 
placing their own interests above those of the 
country at war, enact the role of enemies at 
home when they seek to breach the economic 
line against inflation.

Now, the ban is lifted for all of Easter. 

It is fitting that this action, symbolizing 
the lifting of fear of enemy attack, should 
come at Eastertime.

It its 
climax of triumph in the joy-filled choral, 
“He Is Risen!” 

This Easter, 1943, signalizes the recognition 
of the turning of the tide in war. It marks 
the acknowledgement of fullest confidence in 
the coming victory.

The Far-Flung Battle Line 

One often has heard in the field of oratory 
the pretty, if sometimes misleading, phrase 
“_the far-flung battle line.” It may be near, 
or it may be far, but it is always “far-flung” 
in the great field of speech-making. 

But when Sergeants Joe Randall, of State 
Center, Iowa, U. S. A., and Bill Brown, of 
Devonshire, England, met on the Gafsa-Gabes 
road in Tunisia, the battle line became farther- 
flung, in all probability, than at any time in 
world history. 

The army behind the British sergeant had 
travelled southward from England through the 
Atlantic, under the toe of Africa, upward 
through the Indian Ocean, the Red Sea and the 
Suez Canal to Alexandria, Egypt—some 14.000 
miles. Thousands of ships followed the same 
route, laden with every: piece of. equipment 
necessary to make it a powerful striking force. 
Then came the chase after Rommel across the 
deserts of North Africa—almost another 2,000 
miles—carrying the fighting men of the Eighth 
Army approximately 16,000 miles from home. 

The striking power behind the American 
sergeant had come from another direction— 
some 3,000 miles across an ocean infested with 
enemy submarines—with a huge never-ending 
convoy of ships to back it up—then 1,500 miles 
overland to the fighting front. 

Thus, the far-flung battle line spreads out 
20,500 miles from the starting point, the dis- 
tance around the world—a feat in organization 
and planning surpassing anything yet under- 
taken by a group of nations at any time.

JAPAN CONSOLIDATING GAINS 
(From The Moultrie Observer.) 


In Australia and China, and in some Ameri- 
can circles, fears have been expressed that Japan 
is being given too much time to consolidate her 
gains and plan a long war effectively. 


Japan has conquered some of the world’s 
greatest natural wealth. She has oil, rice, rubber 
and some minerals in abundance. It is some 
distance from her factories, however. 


The value of this newly acquired wealth may 
mean little to Japan after a few months. If she 
utilizes it she must maintain her shipping facili- 
ties. She is not doing this any too well. 


At the rate shé is now losing ships and tankers 
she will soon be in a position where she cannot 
move her rice, rubber and oil. It will do her 
little good. She is even now unable to market 
any of it. 

In Burma, Japan captured some fine oil prop- 
erty. The refinery was destroyed by the British 
before they were driven out. Japan hurriedly set 
to work to restore the property. Just as she 
finished restoring it the American bombers ar- 
rived and destroyed it again. ‘There is more of 
this ahead of Japan. It will grow worse. She is 
going to have trouble with American planes and 
submarines. She will not get rich or strong while 
we are delaying our main action against her. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


ONLY ONE DIVISION WASHINGTON, April 22.—Speaking 
in London recently, Brigadier Gen- 


eral Norman Elliott Rodger, Canadian member of the general staff, 
revealed for the first time how helpless the Britjsh were to defend 
themselves against a land invasion after the fall of France. 

It would have required no more than five 
German divisions—or 75,000 men—to conquer 
Britain's land forces following Dunkirk in June, 
he said. 

All that stood between the Germans and 
victory, provided they had been able to lay 
down an invasion force, was the fully equipped 
Canadian First Division and the battered rem- 
nants of the British army evacuated from 
France. 

There were some 335,000 of these survivors 
of Dunkirk, but their weapons had been left 
behind. The Canadians formed the only fully 
equipped mobile division left on the island. 
They were fanned out thinly along the channel 
coast expecting to defend an invasion that never 


af SE 
took place. 

By late September, four months later, the Germans could not 
have made it, according to General Rodger. By that time the 
British had seized the opportunity to rebuild their forces, and the 
navy had been brought in from its far-flung operations to aid the 
land defenses. 

In the meantime, also, we had rushed a million of our old 
World War I rifles and many field guns to the British to aid in 
the defense. 

It might have necessitated a sacrifice of at least 100,000 men 
to establish a beachhead on the island, but the price would have 
been cheap for knocking Britain out of the war. 

Thus the failure of Hitler to focus 


GREATEST BLUNDER | 
his attack on Britain at that time 


promises to go down in history as his greatest blunder of the war. 
Instead he turned his forces in the opposite direction to pursue the 
defeated French. 


Major General Stephen O. Fuqua, retired, the well-known 
military analyst, pointed out in the current issue of Newsweek 
magazine that Hitler could have left a small force to hold the 
French in check while an expeditionary force, transported in any 
and all types of hastily gathered surface craft, preceded by para- 
troops and air-borne infantry, established a beachhead on Eng- 


land’s virtually undefended coast. 
REVERSED GENERALS sin failing to take this course, Hitler 
is reported to have overruled the 
preconceived plans of his high command. General Thorma, the 
Nazi commander who was captured by the British in the battle 
of El Alamein, is supposed to have revealed what these plans 
were. They are said to have called for striking against the British 
first, after Belgium and the Low Countries had been overrun. 
France was to be left until later. 


But Hitler, tempted by the easy break-through at Sedan, is said 
to have reversed the strategy of his generals, choosing to crush 
France while the opportunity was open. 

General Thorma is supposed to have revealed all of this to 
General Mantgomery after he was picked up by the British in 
Egypt. What he is reported to have disclosed is all the more in- 
teresting in view of the admission now made in London by Gen- 
eral Rodger.

to think of what the position of the United 
States might have been today if Hitler had p!ayed his cards dif- 
ferently.

“THE EVIL A MAN DOES—” Last summer during the poe 
litical campaign of the prie 
mary, I was saying here, over and over again, that what we were 
up against was a decision most important to the future in that it 
involved a principle. 
We were living under fear and were living under a political 
philosophy which already had deadened the 
moral sense of many of the people in the state, 

I was saying that it was an evil thing, 
monstrous in its cynical belief, that the people 
would accept anything, no matter how vile and 
corrupt, if one could do just two things—arouse 
old hates and prejudices and promise “cheap” 
government. 

It was apparent that the moral sense of the 
state had, to some extent, been deadened. There 
were certain plain, inescapable proofs of it. 

There was a Negrv prisoner deliberately 
placed in a “hot box,” 1n which he suffocated to 
death, at one of our state prison work camps. 
Later evidence showed the food and the living 
conditions to be deplorable and cruel. There 
was not much aroused comment about it. There 
was about as much justification. 

There were two other prisoners to die under 
circumstances suggesting violence. These went 

almost unnoted. So did charges that cruel and inhuman treatment, 
food unfit for dogs, and oyerwork were the daily courses offered 
in the camps. 

A stranger thing happened. A number of men actually broke 
their own legs to avoid work. The wardens of camps at which this 
sort of thing happened denounced the men as lazy loafers who 
would rather break a leg than work. So low was the moral sense 
of the people that this was generally accepted and endorsed. It 
should have been obvious that only work of such unendurable 
hardship would cause a man to break his own leg to avoid it. 
Yet, generally, the bland statement that the men were tazy loafers 
was accepted and there was no resentment aroused against the 
work camps and their operators. The men at the top of the state 
government gloated at the ease with which they got by and cone 
ditions in the work camps and prisons worsened. 

It was not until an effort was made to

destroy the integrity of the schools of 


the state that the public was aroused. Then there followed the 
exposure of a pardon racket which, because the public believed it 
involved the buying of pardons, did arouse anger. é 

After a summer in which prejudices were fanned ‘by the basest 
sort of unfounded charges, a victory was achieved. 

Now, the lids are coming off some of the things that were known 
and could not be proved at the time. 

It was well known, of course, that the teachers of the state, 
especially in the University System, lived under the weight of fear. 

Was anyone else afraid? 

The prison commission lets it be known that it knew conditions 
at the state prison at Reidsville were bad but were fearful of the 
state administration. There were many persons in the city of 
Reidsville who were afraid, 

We know there were guards afraid to do their duty. 

We know, as will later be shown as more time passes on, that 
men in other departments were afraid and lived cheek by jowl 
with fear of what would happen to them if they dared do their duty. 

We see that the state prison was a moral cesspool. There was 
vice and gambling and narcotics. Two stills apparently had operated 
for the past two years. 

The grand jury at Reidsville, the city near the prison, charges 
that one of the hired hands of the former administration. sold 
narcotics to the prisoners. The grand jury was content to learn 
he is dismissed. 

It is to be hoped that federal narcotic squads will take charge 
of that, and associated cases, and that all those guilty will be given 
prison sentences in federal prisons. The federal officials cannot, 
and of course will not, miss the chance to clean up that sort of thing. 

It is reported that vice and booze and gambling, with some of 
the men in charge taking a cut, was commonplace. That some of 
the harlots at the prison were brought, willingly or unwillingly, 
into some of the parties, is not denied. 


IN ADDITION It further is charged by the investigators and 

prisoners that the food was bad; that murders 
were committed; that prisoners were in charge of prisoners; that 
two master keys to all the cell blocks were missing for several weeks 
before the former warden was dismiwved. 

Now, it should be kept in mind that while this is a sorry, dirty 
story, it should occasion -no surprise. 

Who were some of the figures about the capitol in Atlanta? 

One of the assistant attorneys*@@neral was a twice convicted thief. 

One of the bodyguards was x Seen and a bootlegger’s aide in 
off-seasons. 

Another was a misdemeanor bad actor. 

Another, not in the hire of the state but given the exclusive 
rights to sell booze to dry counties, was high up in the councils. 
He had 11 court convictions against him. 

It was not strange that evil, lowdown, vile things should be 
going on in other places where such ideals controlled. 

All the while the plaint was they were giving us

The bodies and souls of men cry out saying that the “economy” 
was sweated and starved out of them. 

Under the lids of “economy” and “cheap government,” there 
was evil and there were corrupt, evil men who knew no depth 
to which at least some of their number would not descend. 

It is good for the public to come to know that, after all, it was. 
not “them lying newspapers” who were doing the lying last summer. 

It was the same old lying gang and I see no reason for not calling 
attention to the fact while two years’ stored-up supply of greed 
and vice and crime are revealed at Tattnall prison.
